1. PONOPF AND MINISTRY OF JUSTICE SOURCES INPORM US 
THAT THE SOVIET EMBASSY HAS DECIDED TO ACCEPT ALLOWING 
INTERVIEW WITH ANUZHIS TO TAKE PLACE AT BELGIAN FOREIGN 
MINISTRY OR AIRPORT IN THE PRESENCE OF A REPRESENTATIVE 
OP THE UN HIGH COMMISSION OF REFUGEES, APPRORIATE BELGIAN 
AUTHORITIES WITH ONE SOVIET REPRESENTATIVE PRESENT (THIS 
IS A BELGIAN CONCESSION). DOCTOR WILL BE AVAILABLE IP 
BELGIAN AUTHORITIES DECIDE MEDICAL EXAMINATION DESIRABLE. 
TIMING OF THIS INTERVIEW NOT YET SET. 

2. SOVIETS ASKED BELGIANS UNDER WHAT PROVISION BELGIAN 
LAW GOB WAS ASSERTING RIGHT TO INTERVIEW ANUZHIS WITHOUT 
SOVIET REPRESENTATIVE IN ATTENDANCE. BELGIANS CITED 
ARTICLE 128 OP BELGIAN CONSTITUTION WHICH READS: "ANY 
POREIGNER WHO IS A BELGIAN TERRITORY ENJOYS EQUALY 
PROTECTION APPORDED TO PERSONS AND PROPERTY, SAVE IN 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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EXCEPTIONAL CASES TO BE ESTABLISHED BY LAW." 
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
